8 :  "But  to  the  Son  He  saith,  Thy  throne,  0  Ood,  is  forever  and 
ever."     A  charming  exhibition  of  the  kingly  dominion  of  the  Lord  Jesu8. 

The  Committee  to  arrange  for  addresses  from  brethren  representing 
our  benevolent  and  educational  interests  reported  that  B.  Manly,  Jr., 
address  the  Convention  to-morrow  at  1 1  o'clock  a.m.  ;  C.  C.  Bitting  at 
12  o'clock  ;  J.  J.  Cloud  at  4  o'clock  p.m.  ;  J.  L.  M." Curry  at  7  o'clock 
P.M. ;  and  M.  T.  Sumner  after  the  morning  exercises  of  the  Lord's  day* 


Saturday,  Dec.  7 — 0^  o'clock. 

The  Convention  met,  and  spent  half  an  hour  in  devotio;ial  exercisea, 
led  by  J.  J.  D.  Renfroe. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

A.  P.  Bush,  J.  11.  Williamson,  and  A.  Courio  were  appointed  Com* 
mittee  on  Finance. 

A.  J.  Battle,  A.  C.  Barron,  K.  Hawthorn,  and  A.  F.  Lee  were  ap- 
pointed to  nominate  delegates  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention,  at  Baltimore,  Md. 

W.  V,  Wyatt,  for  the  Board  of  Directors  who  were  requested  last 
year  to  take  charge  of  the  Baptist  house  of  worship  at  Ore;..)sboro,  Ala., 


f> 
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reported  that  the  propprty  had  licen  sold  to  thn  Iiitoiidi'nt  and  Comicil 
of  that  town,  for  ciphl  thou'sand  dollar^ — three  tli'iusaiid  to  be  ptiid  as 
800II  n»  the  pr()[)('r  titles  are  made,  and  the  reinaiiid.T  in  one  and  two 
years,  with  interest,  from  date — a  tnitrt;^.ij^e  on  the  property  being  re- 
tained tti  secure  the  payment  as  elipubiti'd. 

As  some  questions  relating  to  the  transfer  were  su^rgested,  requiring 
consideration,  brethren  J.  IL  Cason,  F.  I'.  M.  Gilbert,  and  J.  B.  Haw- 
thorn were  appointed  to  consider  the  whole  subject,  and  report  at  the 
present  session  ot  the  (convention. 

I.  Putnam  and  <t.  F.  Willinms  were  appointed  to  provide  for  the  dele- 
gates' cerlifieates  of  membersliip  in  tho  Convention. 

The  report  of  the  Trusters  of  Howard  College  was  read  by  W.  II. 
Mcintosh,  and  referred  to  a  sj.ecial  Committee,  consisting  of  1.  T.  Tieh- 
enor,  C.  Manly,  A.  T.  Spalding,  A.  M.  Hanks,  J.J.  D.  lienfroe,  and  II. 
Talbird. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  HOWARD  COLLEGE. 

Tiie  IJoiird  of  TrustecH  of  Howard  College  regret  that  llicy  ciiniiot  report  tlila 
clicrislied  Inslitutioii  in  a  prosperous  eoiulilion.  Tlie  unparullelcd  proslratiou 
in  the  financial  alfuirs  of  llie  country  has  tall'ti  witli  ppculiar  severity  upon  it. 
In  our  Reports  of  IHlJ.l-O,  we  liave  stal.d  the  il:(li(ully  of  re.ithin^  any  iletinilc 
conclusion  as  to  tlie  amount  of  the  enilowiuent  i.pon  wlii'Mi  we  could  rely,  aris- 
ing? from  tlie  fact  that  it  consistetl  of  notes  of  imliviihials  scattered  over  a  lar^^c 
part  ol  the  Slate,  many  of  whom,  it  nii^ht  l)e  presumcil,  were  unable  to  meet 
their  ohliiialions.  The  Board  iiave  reali/eil  tlie  importanre  of  olitainin;;  at 
least  some  proximate  idea  of  what  remaius  of  I  his  fund.  They  have  fell  llial, 
as  it  is  a  dictate  of  prudence,  as  well  as  the  promptings  of  interest,  that  a' man 
fllioidd  look  into  his  affairs,  and  ascertain  the  rclialiilily  of  his  investments,  the 
ability  of  his  debtors  to  meet  their  contracts — to  cemproii^ixe;  liad  and  doiilitfiil 
claims — in  a  word,  to  save;  what  he  can,  in  jiHtiee  to  idmsep'  nmi  those  indehled 
to  him — HO  were  they  under  solemn  oblii;atious  to  this  ("onvenlion,  as  the  repre- 
sentative to  the  Coll(';;e,  to  investigate  the  valiio  of  the  claims  which  they  hold, 
and  to  protect  the  interests  confided  to  them.  Yet,  they  have  felt  jj:reatly  em- 
barrassed as  to  the  mauner  in  which  they  sliculd  uitem|)t  to  renib  this  dtsirable 
end.  While  it  was  their  purpose  to  l)e  failliful  guardians  of  the  trust  imposed 
upon  them,  and  liicir  ardent  desire  to  promote  llie  welfare  of  the  Colici^c,  they 
were  conscious  of  the  difllculties  atteudiu;^  any  movement  contemplating  (he 
colleclion  of  these  notes,  or  any  part  of  them,  and  the  exceeding  delicacy  with 
•Wliich  they  must  proceed.  Tliej-e  notes  were  contributions  given  at  a  time  of 
general  j)ro9perily,  when  the  makers  of  ilium  were  abimdautly  able  Jo  meet 
tiieir  obligations.  Now,  with  some  ii  would  be  im])ossll)le  to  ijuyutall;  with 
others,  only  a  part,  and  that  by  a  .sacrilico  and  by  indulgence;  while  o'liers 
might  be  able  and  willing  to  liquidate  their  indebtedness  at  once,  but  fron>  di- 
minished resources.  On  the  other  hand,  lliese  notes,  while  given  volunlikrily  as 
ollerings  of  benevolence,  as  s(M)n  as  tluy  trcre  given,  beconie  debts,  ui>on  th*} 
faith  of  which  the  Convention  rtpjx)inled  Trustees  to  take  jwHscKsion  of  them, 
and  to  make  contracts  for  the  purjwse  of  securing  the  objects  designed  by  those 
who  gave  them.  In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  the  Board  employed  a  Fac- 
ulty, promising  tliem  a  stipulated  salary.  These  gentlemen  faithfully  jxirformcd 
their  duties;  but  the  promise  to  j)ay  was  net  f'dtlllcd,  and,  we  regret  to  say, 
remains  UQfultillcd  to  thi»  hour.    What  was  to  bo  done  1*    Shall  tlie  iDteru»l«  of

Shiiil  we  suy  to  thcao 
Prol'issorn,  "(Jooil  and  luithltd  scivunix,  the  conHcionsncss  of  duty  well  per- 
fornird  inuxt  l»c  yonr  reward;  the  triMMiry  i^  t'nii)ty,  iind  \\r  must  not  iislv  those 
wiio  owe  the  ('iiiic;!!'  to  pay  their  ii\dt.'htiiliioss,  in-  miy  i>art  of  it,  Ihonudi,  as 
thi'ir  mrrnlM,  we  hu\('  induccil  you  to  dcvoto  vo\ir  tinu',  and  talents,  and  labor, 
to  tin- olijccl  conti'niplaii'd  hy  the  donors  V"  Is  llli^' jn--!  ?  Your  Hoaid  llioii;;lit 
not;  ami  to  Hccurc  \n  hatcvir  miudil  remain  of  the  i'n<lowinent,  for  the  ;,'f)od  of 
the  Inolitnlion,  and  to  meet  these  pressim:  lieniantlsjilUr  much  dcliheralion,  the 
followin;;  plan  was  adojited  :  First,  the  'I'leasmer  was  liisli-iicted  to  collii.t,  or 
Hcciire,  as  far  as  prurticahle,  all  delils  due  to  the  ('olle^^e,  with  lis  little  delay  as 
posf*ihle.  'I'his  order  was  modified  hy  u  rrsohition,  proposing,'  to  those  niioso 
notes  arc  held  by  the  Hoard,  to  ahaic  the  interest  aecrninj,'  npon  their  notes, 
(and  there  is  seuri'ely  a  note  on  whieh  there  is  not  interest  due,  in  many  cased 
unpaid  tor  years,  and  in  somo  iM^iialin';  the  ori^^inal  sum  calletl  for,)  upon  the 
payment  or  securing  of  the  principal,  and  tlie  surrei\tler  of  the  scholarshiiis  to 
which  the  donor  may  be  entitled.  In  addition  to  this,  lar^c  discretion  was  al- 
lowed for  still  further  compromise,  where  these  terms  would  scent  oppressive, 
or  a  siirienUer  of  the  claim  wheie  it  wouUl  be  manifestly  \injust  to  demand  any- 
tliin;;.  To  carrv  out  these  purposes,  as  the  most  exixililious  and  leas' expen- 
sive airency  which  we  could  employ,  the  pajiers  were?  placed  in  the  liands  of  the 
Hon.  .lanws  F.  Bailey,  a  member  of  the  Hoard,  an  ntlorney  at  law,  havini,'  pro- 
fessional acquaintance  and  correspondence, in  every  county  in  which  the  College 
has  claim',  throui,'h  whom  it  was  expected  that  information  could  he  obtained 
of  the  ability  and  wiHini;ness  of  the  ivirties  to  entertain  the  proposition  of  the 
Board.  It  is  very  miu-h  to  be  regretted  that,  in  some  instances,  the  jjroper  ex- 
planations have  not  been  made  by  the  attorneys  to  whom  the  chdms  were  sent, 
and  persons  (Inilini;  their  notes  in  the  hands  of  a  lawyer  have  been  led  to  I  ho 
conclusion  that  these  claims  were  to  he.  indiscriminately  pressed  through  the 
courts,  whereas  the  truth  is,  that  no  instructioi\  has  been  given  to  commence 
Btiit  in  i\  single  rase  where  the  parties  have  shown  a  disposition  to  arrange  the 
matter.  Nor  is  il  in  the  knowledge  of  this  Hoard  that  siut  ha.s  been  comimnced 
in  anv  such  case.  The  olfer  of  the  compromise  mentioned  was  left  open  to  the 
tlrst  ilay  of  December,  instant.  So  far,  a  few  have  expressed  their  jturpose  to 
avail  theni'-elvcs  of  it,  but  scarcely  any  money  has  been  paid.  Hoping  that  the 
proposition  would  be  rcspondcil  to,  and  that  the  15oard  would  thereby  be  ena- 
bled to  meet  tiicir  indelUi'dness  to  the  Professors,  at  the  last  annual  meeting  a 
chair.'c  of  policy  v.ms  adojiled,  which,  if  successful,  wouhl  relieve  the  ('olleg('  of 
the  burden  of  an  accumulating  ilelx,  ami  still  presene  the  Institution  to  the  de- 
nomination and  the  public.  The  plan  was,  hrst  to  connect  with  the  College  a 
Prcjiaratory  Department,  to  be  imder  the  supervision  of  one  of  the  Fncidty. 
Second,  the  President  and  two  Professors  should  (h.votc  tlu'inselves  to  the  reg- 
ular C'oUegc  classes:  the  number  of  instructors  to  be  increased  if  necessary. 
The  IVofesHors  were  to  receive,  as  compensation,  all  the  luilion  fees,  paying  all 
necessary  expenses,  giving  instruction  to  such  as  might  claim  tin;  right  of  schol- 
nrshiivs  and  to  candidaU.-s  for  the  ministry.  Third,  the  salary  of  tiic  President 
to  be  secureil  hy  voluntary  contributions.  In  the  condition  of  the  country  at 
tliat  time,  with  the  prospect  of  good  crops  and  remunerative  prices,  the  plan 
seemed  to  be  practicable.  With  the  patronage  which  wc  had  a  ridit  to  expect, 
and  the  liberality  which  our  brethren  have  heretofore  shown,  we  felt  justified  in 
making  the  elTort.  The  results  have  not  been  favorable  The  numberof  students 
is  not  sudlciont  to  sust.iin  the  teachers ;  and  as  we  could  not  keep  our  part  of  the 
previous  contract  with  them,  wecan  not  hold  them  to  theirs.  I  nleps  the  Conven- 
tion shall  devise  some  betlcT  plan,  we  see  no  alternative  but  to  suspend  opera- 
tions as  a  College.  We  wouhl  not  be  tmderstood  as  abatimr  in  heart  or  hope  as 
to  final  success,  if  the  friends  of  the  Institution  will  do  irhnt  thry  (an.  A  i)at- 
ronage  of  seventy-five  payinj;  students  will  sustain  the  Professors  now  cm- 

nloyed.     Cannot  thnt  number  bo  obtained  in  Alal)ama?     Are  there  not 

bnplist*  In  the  Hiate  who  will  each  become  responsible  for  one  hundred  dollai^ 
to  iupjwrt  the  President  ?    We  believe  it  can  be  done,  and  that  the  imjxjrlance 
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of  presorvlni;  the  Collrc:e  calls  for  our  most  scriotis  nttrntion  nnd  caniost  find 
unreliixcil  cirort.

REl»OHT   OF   THE  TRrSTEP:S  OF  THE  JUDSON  FEMALE  INSTL 
TUTE,  MARION,  ALA. 

The  scholastic  year  which  ended  July  4th,  1M(J7,  was  emphatically  a  year  of 
successful  labor,  and  the  results  must  have  been  j^ratifyinp  to  the  true  friiiids  of 
education.  The  number  of  pupils  re^^istered  was  IT.V  A  very  larfre  majoriiy 
of  them  were  youncT  ladies  pursuiuir  the  adv.inced  studies  of  the  course.  About 
80  weri;  from  a  distance.  The  session  was  characteri/.ed  by  unusual  earnestness 
and  devotion,  on  the  part  of  the  teaelu-rs.  and  rare  <lili;renee.  -^ood  order,  nnd 
cheerfulness,  on  the  I'art  of  tlie  impils.  From  first  to  last,  the  exercises  pro- 
ceeded without  iulerriiption,  and  without  any  occurrence  to  mar  the  happy 
and  tran((uil  current  of  prosperity. 

The  (Jonimeneement  exercises  took  place  June  2Hth  to  July  Itli.  Every  exer- 
cise and  exhibition,  from  the  beautiful  Art  F/cvecoii  Friday  niixht  to  the  brilliant 
ComuHiiceincnt  on  Thursday,  alforded  delifjlit  and  j^iatilieation  to  the  numer- 
ous visitors  and  fiiends  who  Hocked  to  the  halls,  and  retleeled  ^x'eat enidit  ujion 
tlie  Institute.  Every  department — Literature,  Music,  and  Art— was  bi()iit,'hi  out 
for  the  ins])ection  of  the  iiublic,  and  the  excellence  of  their  or:jani/,ition  nnd 
manai,'ement  triumphantly  demonstrated.  Ei^'htetn  younp  ladies  received  di- 
plomas of  the  First  Deirree,  havinp;  completed  the  re^jular  course  of  study  in  the 
Insiitute.  Five  aceoini)lished  Alumnie  of  the  Institute  received  the  honor  of  the 
Srrouif  Dff/rec,  having  pursued  the  prescribed  course  of  reading  nnd  leclureg  in 
the  Excelsior  Class. 

We  would  invite  special  attention  to  the  new  feature  of  the  .Fndson,  which 
constitutes,  in  our  opinion,  a  peculiar  recommendation  of  the  Inxlitute.  Here 
is  an  extra  ijraduato  course  of  study,  intended  for  young  ladies  who  are  umbi- 
lious  of  higher  culture,  nnd  designed  to  linish  and  round  otf  their  education. 
(Such  a  Rupiilement  to  the  regular  undergraduate  course,  we  regard  as  eminently 
desirable,  and  would  urge  a  general  attention  to  \\»  claims. 

The  sessicm  now  in  i)rogres8  opened  October  1st,  unilcr  very  embnrrnssing  cir- 
cumstances. Such  universal  financial  prostrnlhm  never  was  known  in  any  civ- 
iliz-ed  country.  The  wonder  is,  that  any  Institution  can  exist.  Our  nund)er8, 
though  fewer  thaa  usual,  are  eocouraging.    Between  120  and  130  pupils  hare

Lide  and  lady  nre  slill  the  i;enerous  and  sUilHul 
bup'TintendentH  of  the  Home  Department.  All  these,  with  eompetent  assist- 
ants, lire  ussiduous  iu  their  clforts  to  luaintaiu  the  high  character  of  the  Insti- 
tute.

The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Howard  College,  with  an 
address,  was  presented  and  adopted,  as  follows: 

The  Cornmittco  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  Howard  College  bog  leave 
to  report: 

I.  Tii.it  tiicy  most  cordinlly  approve  the  course  of  llie  IJoard  in  endeavoring 
to  secure  as  much  as  possilile  of  tlie  endowment  fund;  an<l  rcconnnrnd  llial 
tliey  continue  to  use  sucli  measures  as  may  seem  best  to  gut  all  their  assets  into 
availrtlile  form. 

n.  That  it  is  extremely  desirable  tliat  the  Colicf^o  sliall  be  sustained  :  but  they 
thinii  it  is  not  expedient  for  tlie  Trustees  to  incur  debt  f  >r  liiat  purpose.  They 
therefore  recommend  that  flic  Trustees  be  requested  to  make  arran;;ements,  as 
far  as  pra(-ticable,  to  ]if]nldate  the  debts  already  due,  and  provide  ibr  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  College  out  of  any  assets  now  in  possession,  that  may  law- 
fully be  used  for  that  purix^se,  iis  well  as  all  the  tuition  fees,  and  such  funds  as 
may  l)ec()i]ecleil  on  the  bonds  due  the  College. 

III.  They  further  recommend  that  an  {(lort  be  nuidc  to  raise  additional  funds 
for  the  suiijiort  of  the  Faculty,  by  sucji  measures  as  the  Trustees  may  devise, 
ai)pealiiig  to  the  churches  ancl  patrons  throughout  the  State. 

iV.  They  submit  the  following  Address  : 

To  the,  Jliptintn  of  AhOxima: 

BuKTiiiiKN  : — If  there  ever  was  a  time  when  the  highest  interests  of  our  peo- 
ple, the  honor  aiul  ediciency  for  good  of  onr  denomination,  mid  the  glory  ot  our 
bl(!S8ed  .Master,  demanded  of  you  extraordiniiry  exerlioii  in  jtroiiioting  our  edu- 
cational interest,  n^m  is  (he  time.  About  thirtj'  years  since,  the  IJaptists  of  the 
Stale  resolved  to  build  Howard  College.  They  did  build  it.  They  provided  a 
liandsumc  endowment  for  it.  iliindreds  of  young  men  who  have  been  educated 
there,  many  of  whom  are  pious,  able  and  elo(iuenl  ministers  of  the  gospel,  at- 
test tlie  wisdom  of  its  founders,  and  the  necessity  for  its  continuance.  The  rav- 
ages of  war  have  stricken  down  its  endowment,  and  left  it,  as  also  most  of  its 
supporters,  in  an  impoverished  condition.  The  Trustees  are  determined,  by 
your  timely  aid,  to  make  it  one  of  the  best  and  most  thorough  institutions  of 
learning  in  the  whole  country.  It  will  need  the  coming  year  at  least  four  thou- 
sand dollars  to  sustain  an  able  and  experienced  Faculty.  Will  you  help  it? 
Shall  it  live  or  die?  Will  the  JJaptists  in  the  State  of  Alabama  snlfer  it  to  go 
down,  when  even  a  contribution  by  each  of  twenty-five  cents  per  year  would 
sustain  ilt  Will  you  have  it  scornfully  said  of  you,  that  you  began  to  build, 
but  were  not  able  to  tinishV  This  must  not  be.  C'onsitlerations  of  a  social 
character,  which  will  readily  occur  to  you,  growing  out  of  our  political  condi- 
tion, strtmgly  appeal  to  you  to  preserve  this  Institution.  IJretliren,  we  beseech 
you,  do  not  let  it  go  down.
